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ATTACHMENT A 

The following is an advisory action in response to the after final amendment filed 
June 6, 2006. Claims 1-11,13, 24-25 and 28-29 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

The Examiner has fully considered the applicant's arguments and they are 
deemed not persuasive. While Buteau et al (US 6,442,557) is an applicable reference 
and was used in the parent case, the Knoth (Tools for a Collaborative World) reference 
also meets the claim limitations. Knoth teaches collaboration (p. 38, paragraph 1 and 3) 
using CAD software packages and being able to modify the information that is 
presented (p. 40, paragraph 13: Mark-up tools). Hierarchical data is viewed and 
manipulated as depicted in the Figure on p. 47 where there is a hierarchical tree of 
components for the assembly drawing being discussed. Further explained on p. 44, 
paragraph 19, is the concept of developing the product from the top down or breaking 
them up into components where the idea of "top down" constitutes a hierarchical 
relationship of the components of the assembly. In addition, Knoth teaches accessing 
historical data from databases (p. 40, paragraph 14), where databases store information 
according to the date of creation and date it was modified in chronological order which 
constitutes another hierarchy of information that the teams can access and incorporate 
into their projects. Lastly, it is known that CAD components can belong to more than 
one assembly and therefore belong to more than one hierarchy. The drive train for one 
car can have shared components with another car as is often done in the automotive 
world to maximize their economies of scale and fully utilize the capacity and capital 
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spent on tooling to make the components. Interior, unseen car components are often 
shared, but exterior components are unique to distinguish the look and appeal of the 
car.
